Now that all the claims before them that 
can be presented under the original 
act of Congress, the Commissioners have had 
prepared and have in press, @ full digest of the 
claime'gfving by States and counties the names of 
claimants and amounts claimed, accompanied by the 
eqplanatory statement that the names sre those of 
citizens of the Southern States who have within the 
past two years declared themselves to have becn de- 
voted adherents of the Union cause throughout the 
late war, and tLe amounts of the values set by claim- 
ants upon the supplies contributed, voluntarily, or 
‘otherwiee, for the use of the United State forces eper- 
‘ating in the South, but the damage, loss and destruc- 
tion of real and personal property suffered throygh 
‘the cusualties of war, or tue unauthor ed epoliations 
‘and depredations of the troops and camps, fol- 
Mowers this list of claims and cijaim- 
ants has been prepared chiefly to 
meet the application of fcrmer officers and soldiers 
of the United States Army. who are curious to know 
who among their Southern scquaintamces of the war 
ard now claiming to have deen both loyal and opulent 
ten or twelve years ago, bat the commissioners for 
the sake of the informa ion to be obtained, intend to 
send the pamphlet free of charge to all who apply in 
person or by letter.
